“Aluminium is fast’ taking its place among 
the metals of everyday life. One of the 
surest indications of this is that we find it 
quoted on the commercial price lists along 
with tin, lead, zine, copper and iron. The 


- true meaning and importance of such an in- 


cident is apt to be undevestimated by the 
neral public. 

We il wees that a large part of the 

of ciilizition (with all that that 

term means) during the last half century bas 

been due to the splendid advances in iron 

working, whereby this universal metal has 


‘been produced in undreamed of quantictes 


at unthonght of prices. The comfort of every 
tr hatitant of ciyilized countries has been in- 
creazed with ae advances ia the metallargy 
of iron. Yet thete are many uses for which 
fron is unsuitable and for which other metals 
are better suited. Copper, tin, lead, zinc, 
etc., are used for purposes for which iron is 


_ mot so well adapted or not at all adapted. The 


work of civilization and progress is, there 
fore, districtly forwarded by artisans having 
@ variety of metals to work with adapted to 
widely varying purposes. Each metal is used 
for certain purposes because, all things con- 
sidered, it is better suited for these purposes 
than any other metal. The remarks concern- 
ing iron are, therefore, true in a similar man- 
ner of other metals. But, if progress is for- 
warded by improvements in the production of 
well-known metals, what shall we say of the 
discovery and the introduction of a new metal 
in the world’s busy workshops? It is really 
to put a new tool into the hands of the 
world’s workers, a new factor to use in the 
gtand work of civilization, and al) mankind 
feels the benefit. 

Aluminium comes, the fruit of the labors of 
the metallurgist, handed over to industry to 
be put to use. It does not need to be received 


with any favoritism, it ought not to meet 
with prejudice against it, but the question of 


putting it to use should be taken up fairly 
and squarely. The plain question is, “What 


uses can aluminium fill better than any other 


metal, all conditions being taken into ac- 
count?’ The experimental answer to that 
_ question will fix the usefulness of aluminium 
to the world. 

This new and beautiful metal, discovered by 
the German, Wobhler, ir 1827, and introduced 
to the world by the Frenchman, Deville, in 
1856, has had a short yet interesting history. 
‘When first made in quantity by Deville the 
world at once fell in love with its latest ac- 
quisition. It was rightly regarded as a great 
achievement of science, and its future use- 
fulness was mapped out in glaring eolors. 
With each decrease in price pores easy oe 

ications were suggested, but very. tew 
rN In 1862 the metal was being sold at 
$12 a pound, but many expectations ha 
ready been disappointed and its uses limited 
principally to articles of luxury. e trouble 
was not so much aluminium itself had 
been found lacking, but that its price was too 
high for many prospective uses. To make 
bad worse, it was then found that aluminium 


could not be made any cheaper by the Deville 


rocess, Then came an era of disappointment. 
or twenty-five years the world was in the 
tantalizing position of knowing uses for tons 
of aluminiug if it could only be had at a 
low price. After the rapid advancement in 
roduction and swift decline in price, from 
f to 1861, the subsequent twenty-five years’ 
dead level seemed to mark the limit of the 
aluminium industry, and many metallurgista 
had whew up. hope of any great future for 
um.

felt in 1886, when_a German manufactorer, 
said then to he qretnciog aluminium by elec- 
tricity, lowzred the selling price to $2. The 
next year an improvement in metallic 
sodium infused new life into the Deville pro- 
cess, and Mr. Oastner sold a“ @ for $5. 
In 1889 the electric method recelyed a great 
impulse by the application of Hali’s process, 
now in operation on the banks of the Alle 
gheny river, eighteen miles above Pittsburg, 
and aluminium was sold at $4, and in 1890 at 
$2.50 a pound. Processes similar to Hall's 
were, started abroad, and a wholesale reduc 
tion in prices began, Sharp competition re- 
duced the ce in 1891 to as low as 50 cents 
a pound, at which figure there was really too 
little - profit to ihe makers, and this present 
ear it has rebounded to 60 cents, which is 
he present selling price for the ingot metal 
in large quantities. 
Aiuminium Produced by Eleetricity. 


The present status of the aluminium in- 
Gustry is unique. All the al um now 
being made commercially is made by elec- 
trical processes. The chemical method, us 
sodium, is entirely superseded. Further, 

5 pe as if, after five years of developmen 
the electricaL methods have almost reach 
their limit. The method of passing an elec- 
tric current through a molten bath of fluoride 
ealts in which aluminium oxide has be® dis- 
solved is in theory one of the simplest pro- 
cesses conceivable, and is in practice rapidly 
approaching perfection. Having the 
right principle to work on, manufac- 
turers trouble themselves very little 
about radically new processes, and are 
putting ali their attention to perfecting de- 
tails of the gage method. With cheaper 
aluminium oxide, cheap power, apd the de- 
-creasing cost of all minor items such as comes 
from working on a large scale, it is estimated, 
without exaggeration, that aluminium will be 
mianufactured in the near future at about 
25 cents a pound. It costs at present between 
40 and 50 cents. 

We may almost surely expect aluminium to 
be selling again at 50 cents a pound inside of a 
year, but it is Eeebaite that somewhere about 
this figure will limit its price for several years 
to come. At this price aluminium is about on 
a par with copper, bulk for bulk. An alumi- 
nium and a copper rod of the same size would 
cost penny e same. There are really at 
present only six metals selling may on by the 
pound than aluminium, viz., iron, lead, zinc, 
copper, tin and antimony, while if we compare 
the cost of equal bulks, only iron, lead and 
ginc are materially rr we :

It will be aided in doin 
this by every fair, impartial presentation 0 
its real properties; it will be hindered by every 
exaggeration and misrepresentation of those 
writers who ignorantly extol it to the skies. 
The end of another hundred years may sec 
aluminium the most widely used metal in the 
world next to iron and steel, but it is never 
destined to supersede them because it is not

SOME INTERESTING BUSINESS TALKS. 


Mr. Martin Amorous Endorses The Con- 
stitution’s Work for Atlanta’s In- 
dustrial Interests. 


‘ete 


There is already unquestionable evidence 
of a great revival among the loyal business 
men of Atlanta. . 

It is just like Atlanta to rise triumphant 
like this while every city in the country 
nearly is crying hard times, to rise up and 
say, “Onward.” : 

It is Atianta’s way. : 

Not more than a week ago The Constitu- 
tion began its work on behalf of the man- 
ufacturing interests of the city. There was 
a just complaint, not among the manufac- 
turers themselves particularly, but among 
all classes of business people in the inter- 
est of the manufacturers that city taxes 
were too heavy to offer much satisfaction 
to those already here, or encouragement 
to manufactories that might desire estab- 
lishment in the city. 

There were other issues raised, among 
them the necessity of a reduction of the 
water tax, rentals and the like.

The water commissioners, with commend- 
able public spirit, have recommended to 
the city council a reduction of the charge 
for the water supply. This is a great 
point in favor of the various industrial in- 
terests of Atlanta. 

The good work so happily begun will con- 
tinue. Atlanta is still the Atlanta of ten 
years ago in the matter of pluck and ig 
prise and her business men are joined in 
great work of development with a unity of 
aim and a unity of ambition. 


Mr. Martin Amorous Talks. 

Meantime all manner of discussion is 
astir as to the best method of offering en- 
couragement. to the manufacturers. 

Mr. Martin Amorous, géneral manager 
of the Atlanta Lumber Company, and one 
of Atlanta’s most enterprising men of busi- 
ness, talks very plainly and very instruct 
ively on the situation. 

When seen yesterday by a Constitution 
representative he said: 

“I am opposed to all kinds of business 
license, except for sale of liquors. I do not 
think it good policy for any city’s interest 
to charge a boy for the privilege of earn 
ing an honest living by blacking boots, nor 
to charge a widow who has to earn a liv- 
Ing for herself and children for keeping 
a boarding house. 

“Nor should a license be charged a shoe- 
maker, a hackman, drayman er a manufac- 
turer or merchant. I favor protecting the 
infant industries of our city. Our future 
greatness is based on what becomes of the 
mnewsboy or the bootblack or the small ger- 
chant or manufacturer of today.

we find that while our capitalists have lai 
cut square miles of territory into “beauti- 
fully shaded” lots, facing on maguftent av 
pore already graded or in prospxct, Various 
choice factory sites are offered both in and 
outside the city limits at prices that seem 
to me to be ridiculously low in comparison 
to estimated values of other property, and 
for which there are no buyers, and in the 
meantime the owners of those beautifnily 
shaded lots are beginning to wondg why 
they don’t sell. Now, let me give rou a 
pointer. Those factory sites will have to be 
sold first, and to parties who will vuild fac

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HOUSEKEEPING NOTES FROM BERLIN 


Warm Weather Dishes. — : 
What most astonishes the American who 


penetrated into the mysteries of German 
Salieeentes is the number of sweet soups 
used. To us, accustomed to regard soup as 
one of the substantial portions of the dinner, 
a thin milk or chocolate custard, a diluted 
form of apple sauce, a combination of sago 
and claret highly sweetened, apple, cherry, 
strawberry and all the endiess varieties of 
sweet soups served here, seem decidedly queer 
and it requires some time for us to adjust oup 
palates to this arrangement. But when the 
first warm days come, when eating is a nec- 
essary evil and the soul recoils from anything 
hot or greasy, then the true virtue of the 
sweet soup appears, for it can be served cold 
as well as hot, and to my mind at least, gen- 
erally tastes better in the former condition. 
The scientific eater may here remark that it 
is unwholesome to commence the meal by 
filling the stomach with a cold fluid, but I 
beg leave to remind him that In Burope and 
America the idea represented by the word 
“cold” varies largely, as in the former coun- 
try ice is a luxury found only in hotels, and 
a thing to be cold without ice, cannot be 
colder than the surrounding temperature. 
And then when Americans suffer more from 
dyspepsia than any other nation, it is pre- 
sumable that other nations do not take such 
liberties with their stomachs as we do. But 
to return to my cold soups, they are delicious- 
ly refreshing in hot weather, and I will give 
a few recipes, in case any American house- 
keeper should care to try them. A favorite 
fruit soup from its simplicity and cheapnes 
is apple soup. The apples are prepared an 
cooked as for apple sauce, then rub through 
a sieve, flavor with claret—about half a 
pint to six to eight apples—nutmeg, sugar, 
pas lemon peel, a or two of the juice 
s pleasant, and then a few crumbs of toasted 
bread may be added. Almost the’ sweet 
soups have wine as an important ingredient, 
generally claret, as white wine, beer and even 
champagne are strong enough to make a soup 
I came across a recipe 
for champagne, which I will give my _ read- 
ers for ty’s sake, although never ig 
tried it Ikcannot vouch for its excellence. Se 
the contents of a bottle of mpagne over 
the fire till it boile, put in the grated peel 
and the juice of one lemon, and a quarter of 
a pound of sugar—this is for Germany, where 
the sugar it not nearly as sweet as ours—beat 
the yolks of ten eggs in a deep saucepan, 
pour the champagne slowly in, set the whole 
over a slow fire, and beat it uantil it foams. 
A rather expensive soup, but it might be 
worth trying. 

A soup of white wine and chocolate is made 
by boiling a bottle of wine with half @& much 
water, then pouring in a quarter of a pound 
of grated chocolate, ‘a little sugar; stir the 
soup fill it comes to a boil again, thicken with 
the yolks of three eggs and pour over toast 


and serve. 

A soup called “Dutch beer soup,” Is made 
as follows: A pint of beer and one of white 
winé are beaten thoroughly together with the 
yolks of four eggs and the white of one, and 
two tablespoonfuls of sugar, then the whole 
ig set on the fire, favored with lemon peel and 
cinnamon, and a piece of butter about the 
size of a nut, brought slowly to a boll under 
constant stirring, rubbed through a sieve and 
served with bits of toast. The various beer 
soups do not taste quite as well cold as warm, 
but they can be served in the former condition 
if desired. 

Of all the. various sorts of fruit soups,, 
quince, apricot, cherries, raspberry, straw- 
berry, the latter is the most elaborate, and, 
therefore, perhaps the most tasty; certainly 
the richest. Take half a box of berries, the 
small wild berries are the best, stew them 
with one quart of water, grated bread crumbs, 
cinnamon and lemon peel, for three-quarters 
of fn hour. Meanwhile take half the re- 
maining berries, let them come to a boil fn_a 
oman ty + of sugar, and beat the yolks df 
two e n claret. When the soup has cook- 
ed sufficiently rub the mass through a sieve, 
~ in a cupful of sugar and a pint of claret, 
et it boll until the sugar is dissolved, then 
add the beaten yolks and the berries which 
have been boiled in syrup. Cherry soup can 
9 made very simply, followigg the recipe 
for apple soup—all the fruits may be treated 
in that manner, fact—or more elaborately 
with wine.

| from the haws of the rose bush, the seed-pods 


left after flowering time is past. These must 
be fully ripe. soft to the toneh, are cleaned, 

ened and the seeds carefully removed. Then 
the pods are boiled soft in just sufficient 
water to cover them and rub through a 
hair sieve. The soup is flavored with wine 
sugar, lemon juice and bits of ean boll 
once more, ‘set to cool, and serv In cnse 
the fruit soups turn out a little too thin a 
spoonful of fine flour moistened in wine of 
water is sufficient thickening. 

Milk soups, in reality merely thin custards, 
are often used, and buttermilk soup appears 
ts be a favorite dish for warm weather. 

A dainty, really asthetic soup is made from 
a quarter of a pound of blanched and grated 
almonds, one quart of milk and a little sugar. 
Set over a slow fire, and when it has come 
slowly to a boil stir in the yolks of two eggs, 
and pour the whole over thin slices of toast. 
A little rose or orange flay enhances the 
taste of this delicious soup.

The interest in flowers has immensely in- 
creased of late in this country. One has 
but to examine any one number of the mag- 
azines published monthly by some of the 
leading florists to realize how widespread it 


serve as flower pots in these solitary win- 
dows, and fully and freely the plants flour- 
ish therein, but I wonder why the flower- 
loving Woman does not tear off the colored 
popes which makes the tins hideous, and 

ve them. in their quiet, gray tone, which 
does not interfere with the hues of the 
blossorirs: One seldct sees this done; the 
cans are more likely to be covered with some 
piece of wallpaper border. Or if they are 
paiuted (the t way of preserving them) 
a fiery color is selected, and leaf and bloe 
soming are subordinate to the vermilion 
caus. One longs to implore, “Paint your 
caus olive-green and let the flowers have a 
chance.” 

When the dooryards are beautified in the 
spring the same thing happens—the wasb- 
tubs, or firkins, or pleasant, ancient iron 
pots used to hold the earth for the plants, 
are painted a screaming cobalt blue or a 
shouti scarlet. Some missionary ought 
to go through the land preaching a gospel 
of olive-green for these tubs and pots and 

ails. Sink the tub, dear neighbor, and lift 
“ flowers. Who cares to see the wash- 
tub? | 

Passing through the adornments: of. the 
yard and crossing the threshold of one of 
these little homes, the ideas of decoration 
within are sometimes surprising. I remem- 
ber going ouce into a house in a village of 
Maine and $6 several vases filled with 
grasses, which had been first dipped - in 
water and then into flower. There they 
hung their heavy heads with an effect of 
mould and misery impossible to describe. 
The room was dark, the blue-green paper 
shades drawn down close to save the colors 
in the carpet, the whole place ugly with its 
monumental marble-topped table and fma- 

enta worsted mat for the gaudy kerosene 
eee with a “decorated” shade, its clumsy 
photograph albam, and all the rest of the 
sorrowful accessories to make such a 
room. 

In such rooms as these,-:in summer, one 
gees crowded into some intensely colored 
vase a bunch of fading flowers—they seem 
always to be fading—of every sort in the 
garden, But this is not more deplorable 
than what sometimes happens in the dwell- 
ings of the rich. I remember reading with 
a shudder some years ago of the decoration 
of a grand ball given at the house of some 
New York nabob, where the door and win- 
dow frames were “ornamented” with red 
and. white camelia flowers nailed through 
the center of each flower, first a_ red, 
then 4 white one, and so on—outlining every 
doot and window... I dotiht if sueh a thing 
could be done in these later days. 

Our Japanese Muaters. 

“In matters of art we have everything to 
learn from the Japanese,’ a famous artist 
once said to me. Certainly they are the 
masters of the art of arranging tlowers. 
] wish our busy nation vould share 
the interest the people take in. flowers. 
How charming that a whole country makes 
a festival of tie blossoming time of certain 
trees and plants, giving itself up to it, set- 
ting aside a day, us in the time of cherry 
blossoms, when the people leave all other 
ig OR /* to enjoy tlowers. 

Japanese seldom puts more than one 
branch or flower in a vase. Sometimes, 
perhaps, one or two sprays of one kind of 
tiower. 

Still there are combinations that can be 
made without trausgressing any law of 
beauty. Doubtless there is an instinct 
about these things. I have seen a person, 
a most excellent person, too, go into my gar- 
den to gather a nosegay and come back 
with a bunch of blossoms that looked so 
alien I could hardly recognize them. They 
lost their beauty merely from the way in 


which they had been gathered and were 


held: in the hand. They looked so stupid, 
so clumsy, so discordant, they made me 
ache in sympathy, for I am sure they were 
thorough! uncomfortable. This is no 
freak of Imagination, but simply facts. I 


dread to see many people touch a flower, I- 


have seen them held by their heads in the 
hands of a grown up woman; and- most 

le handle them as if they had no feel- 
ng, instead of being among the most sen- 
sitive and the most exquisite creations of 


Instinct and experience teach that it fs a 
risk to bring different kinds of flowers. to- 

ther in one vase. I do not speak of the 
parharttr of putting wild and. cultivate@ 
flowers together—that of course, is simply 
tmnossible. And it oucht to be needless to 
envy that nbhsolute sparkling purity is a 
first necessity with the glass or ‘pottery 
naed to hold the flowers. and that they never 
shonld remain longer than twenty-four hours 
In the same water. 


Flowers That Keep. 
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is merely a recep- 
tacle in which to display the beauty of the 
wer, otherwise it of no consequé@nce, 
unless it enhances that beauty. 
Fortunately the vase is not a question of 
money. There are inexpensive vases and 
jars mach better than the most elaborate 
creations in pottery. A Day Martin 
blacking bottle isn’t at all a bad thing for 
flowers; its plain, brown stone color is very 
good, and its shape not at all objectionable. 
Years ago we had sus 
ceiling over the center of the dining-room 
table a simple vase, fashioned by a skillful 
hand. It was the empty shell of an oval 
cocoanut, one-fourth of its length being cut 
smoothly from the smaller end, the shell 
supported in a branch of twigs carefully 
fastened together, jointed evenly and cov- 
ered here and there with patches of gray 
and pale green lichen, The branch just 
clasped the shell, the arrangement was sim- 
oo and pretty, and it was 
ung by wires, so. fine 
as to be almost invisible. I kept it 
full of flowers in water, with nodding wild 
columbine in sp , sweet with rich spikes 
of the fragrant white clethra in late sum- 
mer! ‘People who never had noticed or 
eared about flowers, wondered a@ them, 
commented upon them, enjoyed them-—they 
were a constant subject of conversation, 
In some little out-of-the-way. Jspunese 
shop one finds frequently the prettiest imag- 
inable things for flowers. In one of these 
shops I once found a tiny jar for 5 cents, 
net quite so large as a mantasin o:unge, 


and in color a curious cool grayish laven- | 


der. I always set this on the edge of some 
shelf and put into it two golden pee 
never any more; they look over t 8 
and the gray-blue throws ir wa gold 
tints into an exquisite intensity, the vase 
and the flowers twice as beautifal because 
of each other. 

Often in large establishments where pot- 
tery is sold you come upon some little jug 
which nobody has cared about, and which 
is simply perfect for your purpore. It is 
not money, it is thoizht, that brings tesn- 
tiful effects. There is nothing vetter for 
certain kinds of flowers than the indurated 
fiber jars or cylinders in common nse among 
florists; these are straight up aad dcwn, 
with ample room for stems, fine in color, 
easily washed and absolutely incestructi- 
ble, except by fire. They are for sale in 
all sizes, from a few inches to a yard or 
more in height, and at prices trem 12 cents 
upward. ‘Their color igs generally burnt si- 
enna, running into light goiden brown; noth- 
ing could be prettier “or nastur¥ums and 
most yellow flowers. — 

‘A sfhall Japanese teapot, costing next to 
nothing, of which myriads are for sale 
everywhere, of warm, grayish ware, either 
glazed or unglazed, and rough in surface, is 
an exeellent thing for wild roses. The tear 
gray is lovely with the green leaves and 
the delicate ha of the roses. Low gol- 
den flowers like pot marigolds, eschscholt- 
zias, eoreopsis coronata, are also beautiful 
in this teapot; so are many other flowers, 
notably rose campion, or certain pinks, or 
the red-géld venidium. 

Tall, slender glass tumblers, found every- 
where, and costing only 5 cents each, are 


more generally useful than-‘any other shape 


or material. They may be found in color 
also, delicate green or rose, or , and 
most delicious effects and combinations can 
be made with them.. But they must be 
kept brilliantly clean and clear, or their 


beauty is gone.

mous canoe Pecowsic, which had no ballast 
at all; the canoeist depended entirely upon 
his weight to windward to keep his boat from 
upsetting. The sails were laced to the masts 
and they conld not be hoisted, lowered nor 
reefed, As Mr. Barney won about everything 
worth bei vcr shot bags were thrown over- 
board, except by a few who clung to the past. 
A further change was made that season by 
C. Bowyer Vaux, who found that a canoe 
could be sailed faster if the sallor sat on the 
weather deck and leaned far out over the 
side of the boat. This position was q#@ickl 
adopted by many of his rivals and competi:

The Successful End of a Forty-Years’ 
Fight 


POR VALUABLE CALIFORNIA LANDS 


The Cession to Vincent Gomes by 
the Mexicans. 


HIS SALE IN TURN TO M’GARRAHAN. 


How He Has Prosecuted His ‘Olsif 
for Over Forty Years, Meeting . 
Defeat Every Year. 


Washington, July 23.—(Special.)—The 
most remarkable claim, in many respects, 
which has ever come before congress is 
that of William G. McGarrahan for the 
possession of what is known as the 
Panoche Grande ranch, in California. , 

No claim involving more of the elements 
of romance has ever found its way into 
congress, The ranch in question consist- 
ed of over 17,000 acres. ‘Away back in 
1844, while California was yet a Mexican 
province, the governor, in the exercise of 
his legal powers, made a grant of this 
tract of land known as Panoche Grande 
to one Vincente P. Gomez, a Mexican cifi- 
zen who had rendered valuable service to 
his country. At the time of the grant the 
land was wild and of no spetial value. 
California passed into the possession of the 
American army in the summer of 1846, 
and the archives of the former Mexican 
government at Monterey, in that province, 
were destroyed by fire, Gomez’s grant with 
the rest. The fact that the grant had 
been made to him was, however, proven 
beyond all controversy. 

The Right Confirmed. 
_ By the treaty of Guadaloupe Hidalgo, 
in #4, _ whi terminated the war 
with Mexico, it was provided that 
property of. every kind belonging 
to Mexicans should be inviolably respected, 
and that the United States should enforce 
the treaty stipulations. Of course all land 
grants were included. In 1857 Gomez's 
title to the land was affirmed by the United 
States district court of southern California. 

About this time certain men prospected 
the land and found on it minerals, neither 
Gomez nor McGarrahan, to whom he had 
sold the tract a few months after its title 
was confirmed in him, knowing of their ex- 
istence, ‘The mineral discovered was quick- 
silver and the. mines have a world-wide 
celebrity as the New Idria and are very 
valuable. When the prospectors found that 
Gomez had sold to McGarrahan and that 
the latter wouldn’t sell, they deliberately 
squatted on the land and have held posses- 
sion of it to this day. 

¥’rgm that time to this, a period of thir- 
ty-five years, McGarrahan has been striving 
to get possession of his own propérty, but 
has been kept out of it by the very agencies 
which should have exerted themselves to 
see that he gained possession. The squat- 
ters have drawn millions of dollars from 
the New Idria mine, and every dollar of 
which rightfully belonged to McGarrahan 
and used as much of it as was required 
in corrupting gevernment officiais to enable 
them to retain their unlawful possession, 


Five Victories Won. 


Five times, by as many different authori- 
ties, was the legal title to the tract declared 
to vest in McGarrahan holding under Go- 


ez. 

The United States district court for south- 
ern California confirmed the grant. 

The attorney general of the United States 
declared the title to be in McGarrahan, and 
caused an entry to that effect to be made 
on the books of his office and in the su- 
preme court. 

The Hon. Caleb B. Smith, secretary of 
the interior; after examimation and consid- 
eration of the case, ordered a patent to be 
issued to MecGarrahan. 

The Hon. John P. Usher, the successor 
in office of Mr. Smith, similarly decided. 

President Lincoln, after inquiry decided 
the grant/to be genuine, and that a patent 
should be issued to McGarrahan. 

By some sort of argument the New Idria 
Company succeeded in inducing the attor- 
ney general to make a motion in the su- 
preme court to recall its mandate dismiss- 
ing the original appeal from the decision 
of the district eourt. The supréme court 
made an order to this effect, but it was 
withheld until June, 1862, when it sas filed 
by McGarrahan himself for the purpese of 
again lodging jurisdiction of the case ir the 
district court.. Yet in January, 1860, more 
than eight months after the final order of 
the district court made in pursuance to the 
mandate of the supreme court, the file- 
marks and endorsement ‘on said final order 
and the filing of the mandate. itself were 
erased from the record, by what influence 
is unknown. 

No patent was ever issued in pursuance to 
the order of Secretary Smith. No patent 
was ever issued in pursuance to the order 
of Secretary Usher. A patent was issued 
in pursuance to the order of President 
Lincoln and he signed it, but it was rever 
delivered to McGiarrahan. Some myste- 
rious influence caused its delivery to be 
withheld. . 

Appeal from the decision of a district 
court of the United States te the supreme 
court ean be taken only within five years, 
unless something appears to avoid the lim- 
itation. Six years had elapsed from the 
time of the decision of the district court 
of southern California to the time of Presi- 
dent Lincoln's -action, or from June 5, 
1857, to the fall of 1863. Despite this 
an appeal was filed in December, 1863, on 
an imperfect transcript, and upon this a 
peal the supréme court decided against Mc- 
Garrahan March, , Nearly nine 
years after the date of the decision of the 
district court. 

The Appeal to Congress. 

Thus the case stood when. McGarrahan, 
worsted. at every turn by.the New Idria 
Company, which fought him with his own 
money, appealed to congress for relief. 
For twenty-five years he has been contend- 
ing before that body for the redress of his 
wrongs.

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A Desperate ‘Anarchist Calls Upon 
Carnegie’s Manager 
AND FIRES THREE SHOTS AY HIM, 


Two of Them Taking Effect in Mr. 
| Frick’s Body. 


HE THEN UNSHEATHS HIS DAGGER 


LT 


And Thrusts It Into the Body of the 
Manager—Arrest of the Man—Bombs 
Found in His Mouth. 


Pittsburg, Pa., July 23.—H. ©. Frick, 
chairman of the Carnegie company, limited, 
was shot and stabbed at 1:45 o’clock this 
afternoon by Alex Burkman, aged twenty- 
one years, who says he lives on Forty-sec- 
— street, New York. He is a Russian 

ew. 

At 5:30 o’clock Secretary Lovejoy gave 
& statement to the Associated Press de 
scribing his wounds. ‘Two shots entered 
the neck about the base of the skull on 
either side. One passed out betaveen his 
shoulders and the other was removed from 
the opposite side of the neck. The third 
shot missed. 

There ‘s no evidence that the stab wounds 
are deep, or that they will prove dangerous. 
They are on the right—one at the lower 
border of the ribs, the other just below the 
hip bone. ‘There is no evidence that any 
ef these wounds will prove serious, 

Mr. Frick’s Condition. 

Mr, Frick’s condition at present is per- 
fectly satisfactory. The young man who 
operates the elevator says that the would-be 
assassin has been in and about the building 
for three days. Six or eight times he has 
taken the man up in the elevator. Each 
time he asked to see Mr. Bosworth, of the 
Frick company. 

Talk with the Assagsin. 

The shooting was done with a Hopkins 
& Allen thirty-eight caliber revolver. Four 
chambers of it are empty. When arrested 
the assassin said he was a Russian Jew and 
had been in this country four years. He 
came here from New York only a few 
days ago. Me worked, he said, for the 
Singer machine company. While here he 
stopped at the Merchants’ hotel. 

“What did you do this for?’ asked In- 
spector McKelvey of the prisoner. 

“IT guess you know,” was the answer. 

When Berkman was subjected to a second 
examination by Dr. Meyers, police surgeon, 
and Inspector McKelvel two dynamite car- 
tridges were found in his mouth. The 
desperate man refused to let them be taken 
out without a desperate struggle, during 
which he had to be choked until he was 
black in the face before he gaye up the 
explosive. 

When Dr. Meyers was examining him he 
thought there was something wrong with 
his mouth and the doctor asked him to open 
it. This he refused to do until forced, 
and in so doing the cartridges were found. 

He Intended Suicide. 

It was evidently$ tho mnun’s intention 
to explode them in his mouth and kill him- 
self in the same manner as the anarchist 
Lingg in the Chicago Haymarket riot, who 
was condemned to death, but who commit- 
ted suicide ih prison. It is evident that the 
caps attached to Berkman’s cartridges 
would not work and the scheme failed. 
‘THe man has been weighed, measured and 
has had his photograph taken. He made 
no objection to the latter process, seeming, 


in fact, to relish it. 
He Came to Kill. 


After the dynamite caps were taken from 
his mouth the prisoner became more commn- 
nicative and stated that his name was Alex- 
ander Berkman and that he was a cigar 
maker in New York. Said he: 

“I came here with the express purpose of 
killing Frick.” 

“Why did you want to kill him?’ asked 
Inspector McKelvey. 

“Why, he was an enemy of tHe people.” 

The clerk at the Merchants’ hotel iden- 
tified the man as one who had registered as 
“Simon Breckerman, New York.” 

Arthur Kirk, a dynamite dealer, after an 
examination of the cartridges, said that 
they were the same kind as Lingg, the Chi- 
cago anarchist, used to commit suicide. 

At 4:30 o’clock the physicians were still 
in consultation. After Mr. Frick’s wounds 
had been dressed and the bullet extracted 
he was able to dictate a telegram to: Mr. 
Carnegie, who is in Europe. 

The Struggie for Life. 

The circumstances attending the shoot- 
ing are related as follows: Ten minutes 
before 2 o’clock this. afternoon a dark-com- 
plemioned young man with a Jewish cast 
of countenanee, of medium height and 
fairly well dressed, entered the elevator 
in The Chronicle-Telegraph building, which 
is also occupied by the Carnegie Steel Com- 

iny, Limited, and asked to be let off at 

. Frick’s office. The young man had 
been a frequent visitor during the past few 
days, and David Fortney, the elevator 
boy, thought nothing of the request, but 
stopped at the second floor and pointed out 
the way to the chairman’s private room. 
Two minutes later the occupants of the 
building and passers by on Fifth avenue 
were startled by three pistol shots, fired in 
rapid succession. _ Intuitively the victim 
was divined and “Frick is shot!” were the 
words soon passing from mouth to mouth 
on the street. It was true. The man, be 
lieved to be a crank, had assaulted the 
great steel master, but the latter, notwith- 
standing two bullet wounds and four ugly 
gashes from a dagger, still lives and will 
probably rerover. 

Appearance of the Man. 

The office of Mr. Leishman, business 
partner of Frick, adjoins that of the chair- 
man. Mr. Leishman came in and the two 
were holding a private conference, no one 
else being in the reom. A few minutes 
before 2 o’clock Harry Beckley, the office

From 
time to time he made suggestions as to how 
badly he was hurt, and kalf an hour after 
the shooting dictated a message to An- 
drew Carnegie about the assault, in which 
he — him he thought he would be all 

t. 


t his request, all communication with 
his residence was shut off, and his brother- 
in-law was sent to inform his wife of his 
iliness and to reassure her. She had a 
son ten days ago, and is still confined to 
her room. She was greatly distressed, but 
bore herself bravely when told that there 
Was no apparent danger. She sent her 
sister, Miss Childs, to the office with in- 
structions to return at once and inform her 
of Mr. Frick’s actual condition. In the 
meantime, Mr. Frick was removed to the 
back ofiice, where the physicians made a 
careful examination, and at 4 o’clock p. m. 
the bullet was removed, and the wounded 
man was Testing easy. , 


Dictated te His Stenographer. 


At no time did he believe he was fatally 
injured, and after the removal of the bul- 
let sent for his stenographer, dictated let- 
ters and asked his ehiefs about the condi- 
tion of affairs at Homestead and Duquesne. 

Guards were placed at the door at 2:15 
o’clock .p. m., and admittance refused to 
all but officials of the company and imme- 
diate relatives and friends. Mi . Frick re- 
fused all medicine until 5 o’clock, when he 
was given a sedative and was soon sleep- 
ing soundly. No one was permitted to see 
him for an hour before his removal to his 
home,. which took place shor after 7 
o'clock. Dr. Litchfield felt confident that 
Mr. Frick would recover, although a seri- 
ously injured man, who had made a mar- 
velous escape from instant death. His 

hysig@ans announced on his arrival at his 

ome, in the east end, that he had stood 
the trip well and showed no bad effects 
from it. 7 

At 11 o’clock he was reported as resting 
easily, and the doctors regarded his condi- 
tion as favorable. 

Lynching Was Threatened. 

News of the attempted assassination 
spread like wildfire, and in five minutes 
after the shooting Fifth avenue, from 
ket to Wood streets, was blocked with peo- 
ple, and the greatest indignation was ex- 
pressed at the cowardly deed. 

When the fellow was brought out of the 
building by the police officers to be taken 
to the Central station, cries were heard of 
“Shoot him now !”" ““‘Let him have what he 
gave Frick!’ while the better element 
stepped forward and helped to keep the 4s- 
sassin from mob violence. 

A large crowd followed the patrol wagon 
containing the prisoner to the Gentral police 
station, and when the lockup was reached 
the agen were compelled to shut the gates 
to the yard to keep out the people. 

The Prisoner Talks. 

The prisoner was pale and so much ex- 
hausted from the excitement that he could 
not answer the usual questions for several 
minutes. He was taken back to the cell 
department and Inspector McKelvey put 
him into a cell. When the prisoner recov- 
ered sufficiently to answer questions he gave 
his name as Alexander Berkman, aged twen- 
an years, residence Forty-second street, 
New York city; occupation, compositor on 
a New York paper, which he refused to 
name. . 

“How long have you been in Pittsburg?’ 
asked Inspector McKelvey.

Alarm in Germany Over the Spread of 
| the Disease 


IN THE DOMINION OF THE CZAR 


German Physicians Visiting Russia 
to Investigate. 


STRICT SANITARY REGULATIONS NEEDED 


Passengers on Railways and Steamahips 
Stricken Down-—Forsign News 
Generally. 


Berlin, July 23.—(Copyright, 1892, by, 
the New York Associa‘ed Press.)}—The ad- 
vance of the cholera towards the Rus 
sian frontier absorbs the attention of the 
public to the exclusion of all political 
and other topics. The health of Berlin 
is fairly good, the only disturbing sign 
being some cases of cholerine, which ig 
common at this season of the year. The 
fact that eight cases of cholerine have 


been reported, however, has caused the. 


municipal sanitary commission <o bastem 
the completion of its precautions to pne 
vent the appearance of the scourge. In- 
quiries have been made at every hospital 
in the city and in every case the replies 
elicited have shown that the resources of 
the institutions are .fully equal to any, 
emergency which may be caused by, am 
outbreak of the disease. | 

The prefects of the frontier provinces— 
Silesia, Posen, and East Prussia—have 
addressed a circular letter to the local 
authorities relative to the adoption of 
measures to prevent the importation of 
cholera from Russia. A number of cases 
which have been reported as having oc 
curred at Plock and Lodg, near the fron 
tier, had caused redoubled precautions. 
The medical staff has been increased, and 
will make extremely thorough examina- 
tions of all passengers by rail arriving at 
Ratibor, Pless, Thom, Krewzburg and 
every other frontier station. The railway, 
authorities are co-operating with the med- 
ical officers, making a strict examination 
of all baggage and goods sent by rail and 
burning all materials in which it is sus 
pected that contagion may lurk. They; 
also caused all baggage to be disinfected. 
A party of medical men has gone to the 
cholera-infected districts of Russia, and 
Professor Koch is making a tour of the 
Volga provinces. 

Concurrent advices from various points 
in Russia afford little hope that the epi- 
demic will be stayed. The announcement 
from St. Petersburg concerning the én- 
forcement of the sanitary regulations in 
the stricken districts do not correspond 
with the facts, as seen by German phy- 
sicians. These regulations exist on paper, 
but are rarely carried out. There are no 
signs of sanitary arrangements in the 
streets, residences or lodging houses; quar~ 
antine regulations are neglected and heal- 
thy travelers are constantly brought irto 
contact with persons thronging from the 
infected places at the railway stations ard 
on the steamboats and quays. It ofteh 
happens that a traveler will find himself 
beside a person who is suddenly seized 


with cholera, germs of the disease having , 


developed subsequent to his having start 
ed om his journey. 

Complaints are heard everywhere of a 
want of disinfectants and the absence of 
pharmaceutical remedies. The .uthorti- 
ties in St. Petersburg only seem to be 
waking up as the epidemic approaches 
themselves. Five disinfecting cstablish- 
ments have just been opened in the Rus- 
sian capital and extra precautions have 
been taken along the Voronezh and Ros 
loff railway. e 

In Moscow and other countries charita 
ble societies are opening medical bureaus, 
where the poorer classes are treated with- 
out charge and are furnished gratuitously 
with medicine. Several refractories have 
been established at which meals are fum 
nished free or at reduced prices. 

German medical men state that they 
find hospital arrangements defective and 
cite as an instance Yaroslay on the Volga 
where the hospital sewerage until recent- 
ly emptied through pipes into the river 
above the point from which the water 
supply of the town is drawn. The man- 
agers of the hospital failed to burn the 
bed that had become infected and had 
allowed large masses of refuse to accum- 
vlate under windows. The management 
of hospitals throughout the country, how- 
ever, is being informed. The epidemic 
is teaching the Russians a salutary lesson 
of cleanliness. 

The Bulgarian government, with the 
approval of the Berlin and Vienna foreign 
offices, is preparing a protest against Rus- 
sian official connivance in the plot against

The legal dispute between Mr. A. H. 
Van Dyke and Mr. W. J. Speer has come 
to an end. 


It was settled yesterday morning fn the 
office of Glenn & Slaton, the attorneys for 
Mr. Van Dyke. ‘ 

Mr. Speer, after considering the matter 
in all its bearings—the worry of prolonged 
litigation and the constant annoyance of 
being subjected to popular criticism, de- 
cided to yield the dispute rather than con- 
tend any further.

The attorneys for Mr. Speer were pre- 
paring for an eviergetic defense of their 
client when he made up his mind to settle 
the matter. It was their intention when 
the decision of Judge Clark was rendered 
a few days ago to make out a bill of excep- 
tions and appeal. the case to the supreme 
court without delay. .They were firmly of 
the opinion that a private citizen could not 
be required by any order of the court to 
disclose his individual and personal prop- 
erty, and they were sure that the decision 
of the supreme court would sustain them 
in their theory.

A GRAPHIC STORY OF THEIR CRIMES 


Organized Into a Becret Society with en 
Iron-Bound Oath of Secorecy—How 
the Story Got Out, 


sMacon, Ga., July 23.—(Special.)}—To rob 
freight trains, express cars, houses, men, 
women or children, or to murder any man, 


terest of the society. 

Such was the oath taken by the mem- 
bers of the Society of Green Goods Men, 
who have infested Berrien county and the 
adjoining counties of the state for the last 
few years. 

The president of the society was W. 8S. 
Johnson, of Quitman. The vice president 
was Hugh S. Salter and the secretary was 
John Jonés. 

John Jones is a special detective, who 
was put on the case, and John Jones took 
the outh to rob and murder in the inter- 
ests of the green goods business in Berrien 
| county. 

But John Jones was the man who gave 
the whole snap away. The Constitution 
has already given an account of some of 
the operations of the gang, headed by Sal- 
ter, but at the trial before Commissioner 
Erwin yesterday afternoom a number of 
additional facts came out, all of which go 
to make up a most interesting story of 
green goods swindling in Georgia. 

About a year ago Hugh Salter, who is 
rnow languishing in Bibb county jail, to 
gether with W. 8S. Johnson, the president 
of the society, went to New York in answer 
to an advertisement, which held out to him 
the promise of much wealth if he would 
meet a party at a certain house in a certain 
street. 

Salter was the sucker and he bit. He 
says it cost him a few hundred dollars. 
The money was not wasted, however, for 
Hugh Salter returned to Georgia a wiser 
man and inaugurated a soci@ty which was 
to and did operate in the same way as the 
New York crooks. 

A society was formed. Apparently they 

didn’t have any green goods, because they 
didn’t want that with the suckers they 
were after. They worked the whole thing 
by writing letters through the mails, and 
after inclosing a good $100 bill, promised 
to give’ any quantity of just such “stuff” 
for 20 ts on the dollar. 
. The BRtters produced and the witnesses 
in court yesterday showed that the opera- 
tions of the gang had extended over at 
least five cougpties, and that over one 
hundred people Shad been caught for sums 
ranging from $50 to $200 each. 

Johnson, who was arrested this week 
was tried yesterday. He is well connected 
in the state, but has gradually drifted to 
the bad. He was committed to jail in de 
fault of a twelve-hundred-dollar bond. 
Salter also shared the same fate. 

George H. Fletcher, a member of the 
same society, who was a witness in court 
yesterday, was arrested on a charge of 
using the mails for fraudulent purposes, 
and was also committed to, jail in default 
of a five-hundred-dollar bond. 

The trial of this gang, which will come 
up at the next term of the United States 
court, will ghow some interesting develop- 
ments, 

The Murderer’s Escape. 


Will Lewis, alias Will Respess, the dou- 
ble murderer, confined in the police head- 
quarters, escaped from confinement 
at a late hour last night or early this morn- 
ing. The escape is one of the most remark- 
able in the annals of the county.
